SHOP owners wielding fire extin¬ 
guishers banded together to try 
and save a neighbouring restau¬ 
rant after it went up in flames. 

The workers were swiftly joined 
by crews from four fire stations, 
who spent nearly three hours 
putting out the fire at The Major 
Plaice in Market Parade in Ewell 
after a fire broke out in the kitch¬ 
en on Tuesday, October 4.

Faced with yet more upcoming strikes, passengers tweet their anger at Southern Rail online

MORE than 100 frustrated commut¬ 
ers protested at perceived Govern¬ 
ment inaction over Britain’s worst 
performing rail company, while 
thousands more vented their anger 
as a PR stunt on Twitter backfired 
this week. 

The Association of British Com¬ 
muters (ABC) organised the protest 
at London Victoria on Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 29 to bring attention to the 
perceived failure of the Department 
for Transport (DfT) to act during 
the last 18 months as Southern Rail 
passengers face delays and cancella¬ 
tions. 

A survey by regulators at the Office 
of Rail and Road found that Southern 
provider GTR had the worst punctu¬ 
ality in the country in the year to 
March 2016. Just one in five Southern

cently on Monday when we reinstat¬ 
ed trains to Seaford. Meanwhile, we 
urge the RMT union to stop this un¬ 
necessary dispute, to become part of 
the solution rather than the problem 
and save our passengers and staff 
still more pain.” 

More than 1,000 backers have 
pledged more than £20,000 to pro¬ 
test group the ABC’s crowdfunder to 


raise money for a judicial review into 
the award of a contract to Southern’s 
owners Govia Thameslink Railway. 

The DfT handed over £20m to the 
rail provider last month in an effort 
to turn around the service’s perfor¬ 
mance. Less than 24 hours later, the 
Go-Ahead group, which owns South¬ 
ern, posted yearly profits of nearly 
£100m. 


Hold-ups as three cars collide on M25 


THREE cars crashed on the 
M25 near Leatherhead at about 
10.35am on Monday, October 3. 

The crash happened between 
Junction 9, Leatherhead and 
Junction 10, the Wisley Inter¬ 
change on the clockwise side of 
the road. 

A crew from Epsom fire sta¬ 
tion and traffic officers from 
Highways England helped move 
the cars to the hard shoulder 

This allowed the waiting mo¬ 
torway traffic to move off by 
about 11am. 


Highways England, whose 
motorway cameras captured 
the image, right, had advised 
there were delays of about 30 
minutes. 

A message from Highways 
England, who tweet under the 
name @HighwaysSEAST, ad¬ 
vised potential drivers that all 
lanes had been re-opened later 
that morning. 

A spokesman from Epsom 
fire station described the crash 
as “just a run-of-the-mill little 
dink on the M25.”

A spokesman from Ban- 
stead fire station said: “While 
we commend the efforts (of 
the shop owners who initial¬ 
ly tackled the fire), people 
should be reminded that fire 
extinguishers are only suita¬ 
ble for tackling small fires. 

“People should never put 
themselves in danger when 
tackling a fire and make sure 
that help is summoned prior 
to doing so.” 

A South East Coast Am¬ 
bulance Service (SECAmb) 
spokesman said paramedics 
treated an unspecified num¬ 
ber of people for “slight” 
smoke inhalation at the 
scene. 

A patient, or patients, 
were then taken to Epsom 
General Hospital for further 
treatment, according to the 
spokesman. 

Pupils at the Chessington 
Lodge at nearby Ewell Castle 
School were evacuated as a 
precaution. 

A spokesperson for the 
school tweeted that all pupils 
were “safe”.

Travellers warned over work 


COMMUTERS are being 
warned to expect “major im¬ 
pact” to South West Trains ser¬ 
vices as Waterloo station under¬ 
goes an £800 million upgrade. 

Network Rail and South 
West Trains have launched a 
campaign advising commuters 
about the changes, which will 
come into effect next August 
while the central London sta¬ 
tion is redeveloped. 


The engineering works will 
require platforms one to nine to 
be closed between August 5 and 
August 28. 

According to Network Rail, 
the number of journeys on 
lines into Waterloo have more 
than doubled to 234 million in 
20 years. Five disused platforms 
will come back into use and plat¬ 
forms one to four redeveloped to 
accommodate 10-car trains.

RMT members at Southern are 
planning 14 days of strike action in 
five separate blocks. The first day 
of industrial action

11. Southern has giv¬ 
en RMT members 
a deadline of today, 
Thursday, October 6 
to accept a deal they 
hope will avert strike 
action.

Epsom and Ewell eateries getting unsatisfactory ratings from watchdog 


Quarter of places to eat in 
borough have low hygiene

EPSOM and Ewell has been 
identified as the worst place 
to eat out in the south east by 
a food watchdog. 

More than a quarter of 
the borough’s eateries were 
deemed unsatisfactory and 
said to put customers at risk 
by environmental health 
consultants at Encentre dur¬ 
ing a survey carried out last 
month. 

Inspectors found 59 of the 
borough’s 407 rateable busi¬ 
nesses had ratings of less 
than three (out of five) from 
the Food Standards Agency 
- the government watchdog 
responsible for assessing 
businesses food hygiene 
standards. Encentre has 
urged Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council to be more vig¬ 
ilant in targeting offenders 
and protecting the public. 

A council spokeswoman 
said environmental health 
officers ensure dangerous 
premises are identified and

try to work with businesses 
to make improvements. 

The council’s environ¬ 
mental health officers tem¬ 
porarily closed Bangladeshi 
restaurant Sadiqah’s Spice 
in South Street, Epsom, last 
month after repeated fines 
and warnings. Inspectors 
saw a rat which had crawled 
out of a disused toilet into its 
store room during one visit. 

Epsom and Ewell finished 


bottom of Encentre’s table 
of local authorities in the 
south east. Canterbury was 
rated the top location in the 
south east. 

A council spokeswoman 
said: “The council will use a 
number of enforcement tools 
as well as giving advice and 
guidance to make sure these 
improvements are made. 

“We will also tell the busi¬ 
ness how quickly these im¬ 


provements must be made 
and this will depend on the 
type of issue that needs to be 
addressed. 

“At times this may need us 
to serve legal notices, in or¬ 
der to get the improvement 
we need. 

“If the problems are such 
that there is an imminent 
risk to health for the people 
visiting, we can close a busi¬ 
ness immediately”

Young bookworms at 
library for celebration 


NEARLY 1,500 people who 
have or care for someone 
with dementia could take 
part in a first-of-its-kind trial 
designed to transform their 
lives. 

The trial is being run by 
Surrey and Borders Partner¬ 
ship NHS Foundation Trust 
at Surrey University and 
forms part of a drive to mod¬ 
ernise and reform health¬ 
care for the elderly. 

The trial, called technol¬ 
ogy integrated health man¬ 
agement, is funded by NHS 
England. 

It will help doctors remote¬ 
ly monitor the health of peo¬ 
ple with dementia so they 
can intervene early and help 
avoid crisis and unnecessary 
hospital stays. 

Sensors that monitor a 
person’s daily routine, in¬ 
cluding when they open the 
fridge and make a cup of tea, 
will be placed around the 
home. 

The sensors will collect 
information to form a digital 
profile of the individual. 

If the person starts to devi¬ 
ate from a routine a carer or 
doctor will be notified. 

Dr Payam Barnaghi, who 
is leading the project, said: 


“This will all help us under¬ 
stand the patients. 

“We can rely on data rath¬ 
er than a patient who might 
forget important things. 

“What machines are good 
at is repetition work. 

“The idea is not to replace 
humans with machines but 
you can’t ask a carer to mon¬ 
itor someone 24 hours a day 


and come up with the same 
accurate results.” 

As well as the sensors, a 
360 degree camera will be 
installed in the home along 
with a number of other 
gadgets designed to make 
life easier for people with de¬ 
mentia. 

Dr Barnaghi said: “The 
camera is great because if 


the sensors detect a fall we 
can have a good look around. 
We also have a Med eBottle 
that distributes exactly the 
right amount of medica¬ 
tion every day and only that 
amount. Mistakes can be 
massively reduced and are 
much harder to make.” 

Research fellow Sharin 
Enshaeifar will show carers 
how to use the apps and data¬ 
bases full of the data collect¬ 
ed by the sensors. 

She said: “Research shows 
that people with dementia do 
not do well in hospitals. 

“The data will hopefully 
show small discrepancies in 
a routine that mean carers 
or doctors can act quickly.” 

To take part in the trial a 
person must live in Surrey 
or north east Hampshire and 
have a diagnosis of mild to 
moderate dementia. 

They must also have a car¬ 
er who is willing to partici¬ 
pate. 

Half of the people with 
dementia will be randomly 
selected to have the devices 
and the others will act as a 
control group.

Man abused little girl

A KINGSWOOD man has been 
found guilty of sexually abusing 
a young girl as he sang her nurs¬ 
ery rhymes before telling her it 
was “their secret”. 

Vernon Foale, 70, of Drive 
Spur, Kingswood, was found 
guilty of four charges of inde¬ 
cently assaulting a young girl in 
the late 1980s and early 1990s by a 
jury at the Old Bailey on Wednes¬ 
day, September 28. 


He will be sentenced at the 
same court on Wednesday, Octo¬ 
ber 26. 

The victim told Surrey Po¬ 
lice Mr Foale abused her on 
four occasions between June 16, 
1989 and December 31, 1995. She 
would have been aged between 
two and eight years old during 
this period. 

Anthony Prosser, prosecuting, 
told the court Foales touched the 
girl inappropriately on four sep¬ 
arate occasions, once while he 
sang her nursery rhymes 

Mr Prosser referred to a state¬ 
ment written by the victim. It 


read: “When I think back to it, I 
know it all happened and that it 
was terribly wrong, but I think 
in the moment I never thought it 
was scary He looked after me at 
the time. 

“He told me it was a secret. It 
was our secret. And he told me 
not to tell anyone.” 

Mr Foale denied all charges 
and insisted any touching was 
“innocent” and “purely acciden¬ 
tal”, when interviewed by police 
in August 2015. 

He was found guilty of all four 
charges of indecent assault fol¬ 
lowing a short trial last week.

Paramedi-firefighters 
awarded for lifesaving

LIFESAVING firefighters have 
been honoured at an awards cer¬ 
emony for their work helping to 
revive a man who had gone into 
cardiac arrest in Epsom. 

The crew from Epsom fire sta¬ 
tion helped a lone paramedic to 
administer CPR and oxygen ther¬ 
apy and use a defibrillator on a 
man who had stopped breathing 
in Ede Court, Epsom in April. 

They were awarded the Cer¬ 
tificate of Commendation by 
Surrey’s Chief Fire Officer at 
ceremony at Surrey Fire and 
Rescue Service’s headquarters in 
Reigate at the end of last month. 

On April 27, the five members 
of the station’s Red Watch were 
called to help South East Coast 
Ambulance paramedic Vicky 
Johnson with a man who had col¬ 
lapsed and was not breathing. 

The team said it was clear 


the man had gone into cardiac 
arrest. 

Crew commander Ian Rowley, 
50, and his team, Christopher 
Wasson, 35, Brian Ashwood, 47, 
Alex Cribben, and Adam Stollery, 
29, rushed to help the stricken 
man. 

The crew gave the patient CPR 
and removed part of his clothing 
so they could give him oxygen 
and shock him with a defibrilla¬ 
tor three times. 

The three shocks helped him 
regain a pulse and start breath¬ 
ing again. 

He was then taken to hospital 
for further treatment and to re¬ 
cover. 

The five members of the Red 
Watch crew were honoured for 
their heroics in Ede Court as 
well as for responding to medical 
calls throughout the borough at 
Surrey Fire and Rescue Service’s 
headquarters in Croydon Road, 
Reigate, on Thursday, September 
22 . 

Last September firefighters 


across the county began corre¬ 
sponding to medical emergen¬ 
cies including cardiac arrests, 
breathing difficulties and chest 
pain as part of a pilot scheme. 

The scheme has since been 
made permanent in Surrey and 
has also been rolled out in other 
parts of the UK. 

Red Watch commander at Ep¬ 
som fire station Mr Rowley said 
that his team had adapted quick¬ 
ly to the new challenge, and they 
now saw it as an everyday part of 
their job. 

He said: “It has given us a new¬ 
found appreciation for how hard 
the paramedics work, and how 
stretched they are,” he said. 

“We have been very busy with 
it. We’ve had a lot of successes, 
and a lot of sad times. 

“We just go into work mode. 
We’re so trained now, we just get 
to it.” 

Firefighter Brian Ashwood, 47, 
added: “It’s only when you are 
back at the station that you have 
time to reflect.”

He was wearing a white Slaz- 
enger zip-up top and dark blue 
jeans. 

The victim said the man 
smelled like he hadn’t washed for 
a few days.

Group says plans are not in keeping with village’s character 


Residents blast bid for 
new homes and shops

PLANS for hundreds of new 
homes and more shops will 
harm the character of Banstead 
village and show the council 
is out of touch, according to a 
group of residents. 

Reigate and Banstead Bor¬ 
ough Council launched a con¬ 
sultation on its Development 
Management Plan (DMP) on 
August 1, which includes plans 
for building nearly 7,000 homes 
across the borough by 2027 to 
tackle rising demand for houses, 
and for providing infrastructure 
to support urban expansion. 

The project would include 180 
homes in Banstead. The area 
around the Horseshoe, including 
the green field site off Bolters 
Lane and the Banstead Library 
site, and Banstead Community 
Hall off Park Road, have been 
earmarked as possible develop¬ 
ment sites. 

Planners also hope to bring 
more shops, cafes and restau¬ 
rants to Banstead High Street, 
with the western area around

the police station being consid¬ 
ered a prime retail site. 

Councillor Tony Schofield, 
portfolio holder for planning 
policy at Reigate and Banstead 
Borough Council, said nothing 
had yet been finalised, and that 
he envisaged Banstead becom¬ 
ing a “vibrant village”. 

Mike Sawyer, vice-chairman 
of Banstead Village Residents’ 


Association, says the plans show 
the council is out of touch with 
the character of the village. 

He said: “It is an overgrown, 
small village high street. We 
think it is totally different to 
Redhill or Reigate, but they are 
trying to treat it the same way” 

The DMP would update the 
council’s Local Plan - a docu¬ 
ment outlining planning poli¬ 
cies and earmarking certain ar¬ 
eas for particular purposes. 

Through the Local Plan - and 
by extension through the DMP - 
the council hopes to “preserve, 
conserve and enhance the tra¬ 
ditional character of the bor¬ 
ough”. 

Cllr Schofield said: “Our DMP 
consultation document includes 
ideas about how to achieve this, 
which includes improved com¬ 
munity facilities on the Horse¬ 
shoe and at Banstead Com¬ 
munity Centre, a longer term 
opportunity for some redevel¬ 
opment of buildings along the 
High Street, and a small amount 
of new housing and small com¬ 
mercial development to help 
fund improved services.” 

The consultation runs until 
Monday, October 10.

Mum lo make a leap of faith 
in aid of treatment for son

THE mother of a severely 
handicapped boy is jumping 
out of a plane to raise funds 
for specialised therapy in 
Canada she hopes will ena¬ 
ble her son to walk unaided 
for short periods. 

Harry Stanesby, three, 
from Chadacre Road, Stone¬ 
leigh, was born with an up¬ 
per motor neuron lesion in 
his brain which causes him 
difficulty moving. 

The lesion comes under 
the broad umbrella of cere¬ 
bral palsy. 

Despite weekly physio¬ 
therapy sessions, Harry 
struggles to retain the mus¬ 
cle memory required to mas¬ 
ter crawling and other types 
of movement. 

In August, his parents Jo, 
36, and Mark, 40, took him to 
Health in Motion in Toron¬ 
to, Canada, a rehabilitation 
clinic that provides special¬ 
ized treatments for children 
with cerebral palsy, develop¬ 


mental delay, acquired brain 
injury, and paediatric stroke. 

While there Harry under¬ 
went four weeks of daily 
three-hour physiotherapy 
sessions and 90-minute mas¬ 
sage therapy sessions. 

Since the visit Harry can 
now move from a supine po¬ 
sition, roll over, move into 
a sitting position, on to his 
knees and crawl. 

Mr Stanesby, an IT con¬ 


sultant, said: “A little boy 
who had a limited vocabu¬ 
lary and would get around by 
dragging himself along the 
floor because he didn’t know 
what his legs did, couldn’t 
sit up without support and 
would be more than happy 
just lying on the floor came 
back completely changed. 

Mrs Stanesby added: “He 
couldn’t do what a normal 
baby could do. 


“From the beginning 
we’ve had to teach him 
everything - from rolling 
to sitting. It’s the things 
you take for granted that he 
needs help with. 

“But since his first treat¬ 
ment it’s easier for us to do 
things as a family 

“He is far less frustrat¬ 
ed and he is very proud of 
himself. He is all smiles and 
much more confident.” 

His parents are hopeful a 
further round of intensive 
treatment will build up the 
muscle memory to allow 
Harry to walk on his own. 

Mrs Stanesby and two 
friends will perform a char¬ 
ity skydive on October 30 to 
raise funds for the trip to the 
Health in Motion clinic. 

The family need to raise 
£20,000 to return for more 
treatment and have so far 
had just over £3,000 donated 
to the cause. 

The couple are also plan¬ 
ning a charity balloon race, 
auction and raffle.

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Transport secretary discusses hot topics at Tory conference 

Chris Grayling staying 
quiet on Heathrow bid

EPSOM and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling prioritised plans for a 
high-speed railway line between 
Birmingham and London and 
slammed rail unions, but stayed 
tight-lipped on Heathrow at the 
Conservative Party conference 
this week. 

In his first conference speech 
as transport secretary, Mr Gray¬ 
ling addressed hot transport 
topics such as HS2, the ongoing 
Southern Rail crisis and the dis¬ 
pute between Govia Thameslink 
Rail and members of the Rail, 
Maritime and Transport union 
(RMT). 

Here is what he said: 

ON HS2: 

“We want to get more freight 
off the road and onto the rail¬ 
ways. How do we do that? 

“We build a new railway line 
that links our major cities so we 
have got more space for freight 
trains and more space for com¬ 
muter trains on our other busi¬ 
est lines. Our whole country will 
benefit from HS2. 



Transport secretary Chris 
Grayling spoke in Birmingham 

“A commuter who never uses 
the new service will benefit 
from the extra space it frees 
up on their lines. The motorist 
who never uses a train will have 
a quicker trip as we get more 
freight off the roads. 

“If we are going to build a 
new railway line, why on earth 
wouldn’t we build a state-of-the- 
art one for the coming century?” 


ON THE RMT: 

“A small hard core of trade 
union leaders have been mis¬ 
leading members and calling 
them to strike. They do not want 
the modernisation that our net¬ 
work so desperately needs. 

“Staff who work our railways 
know what is best for passen¬ 
gers, but a minority of union 
militants do not want to know, 
do not care and do not want a 
good deal for our passengers. 

“They have that one simple 
ideological goal. They want to 
renationalise our railways.” 

ON HEATHROW: 

“My views are known and on 
the record. I won’t be providing 
a running commentary Mean¬ 
while, I am doing all I can to se¬ 
cure the right decision. 

“It’s the responsibility of the 
secretary of state, if he’s going 
to be involved in a decision like 
this, to play devil’s advocate a 
bit, to ask difficult questions, to 
really understand the strengths 
and weaknesses, and that is 
what I’ve been doing. 

“We have three very good pro¬ 
posals. Any of them could bene¬ 
fit the UK. All of them have is¬ 
sues in question around them.”

Fury as authority buys £67m of properties outside county 

'Poverty plead’ council 
blasted over spending

SURREY County Council has 
been blasted for spending almost 
£67m on properties outside of the 
county while “pleading poverty”. 

Councillor Hazel Watson, lead¬ 
er of the Liberal Democrats, 
grilled Conservative councillor 
and cabinet member for business 
services Denise Le Gal at Sur¬ 
rey’s Cabinet meeting on Tues¬ 
day, September 27, on how many 
properties the council had pur¬ 
chased since 2013. 

Cllr Le Gal, in her written re¬ 
ply, listed six properties bought 
through council-owned Halsey 
Gar ton Property, the first in No¬ 
vember, 2015 and the following 
five between April and July this 
year. 

Of the six, four properties are 
warehouses in Wiltshire, Bristol, 
Nottinghamshire and Salford, 
with the remaining two listed 
as retail and office spaces in 
Worcestershire and Bristol. 

Cllr Watson hit out at the fig¬ 
ures, claiming the money would 
be better invested in the Surrey 


She said: “Buying a warehouse 
in Wiltshire, or an office block in 
Bristol does not boost the econo¬ 
my of Surrey. 

“Urgent investment is needed 
here in Surrey in a number of 
areas, such as key worker hous¬ 
ing which will have the effect of 
reducing the council’s reliance 


Surrey County Council offices 


on costly agency staff. Council 
buildings could become more 
energy efficient, which can lead 
to substantial savings from en¬ 
ergy bills.” Cllr Le Gal said the 
expected net income of £1.2m 
per annum from the properties 
would prevent further cost cut¬ 
ting measures being introduced.

Director Benjamin Caron talks to 
JIM PALMER about the new Netflix 
drama The Crown - starring Claire Foy 
and Matt Smith - which centres on the 
early years of Queen Elizabeth Il’s reign. 


Netflix has already become known for 
its hugely successful original series 
- from Orange is the New Black to 
Daredevil to Stranger Things and 
Narcos - but its new £100 million 
show has a distinctly British feel. 

Premiering on the streaming 
service in November, The Crown is 
created by showrunner Peter Morgan, 
the Oscar-nominated writer of Frost/ 
Nixon and 2006's The Queen. 

It focusses on the early years of 
Elizabeth ll's reign and has attracted 
a top cast that includes Claire Foy 
(Wolf Hall) as Her Majesty, Matt 
Smith (Doctor Who) as Prince Philip 
and John Lithgow (Third Rock from 
the Sun) as Winston Churchill. 

Director Benjamin Caron, fresh 
from shooting the finale of the new 
series of Sherlock, was at the helm for 
two episodes. 

He told us: "It's an amazing, 
amazing production and written by 
the incredible Peter Morgan who has 
written The Queen and Frost/Nixon 
and I've been working with other 
directors like Stephen Daldry from 
Billy Elliot." 

He added: "It tells the story of 
two of the most famous addresses 
in the world - Downing Street and 
Buckingham Palace - and all of the 
love, intrigue and machinations that 
shaped events in the second half of 
the 20th century." 

And Caron was particularly 
impressed by Lithgow channelling our 
great former Prime Minister, who has 
previously been portrayed on screen 
by actors such as Timothy Spall 
(The King's Speech), Albert Finney 
(The Gathering Storm) and Robert 


Hardy (a BAFTA winner for Winston 
Churchill: The Wilderness Years). 

Caron said: "It's remarkable 
because normally it is Brits going 
to America to steal the great parts 
and we have got this great American 
coming over. I remember him not just 
from Third Rock from the Sun but 
Harry and the Hendersons." 

The Crown will delve into what 
happened (or may have happened) 
behind the scenes between the 
Windsors, but Caron is not concerned 
about incurring the wrath of the 
Palace and being thrown in the tower. 

He said: "I think there have been 
so many documentaries, dramas 
made over the years about those 
two so I think this is just another one. 
Remember, Peter Morgan wrote The 
Queen and I think that went down 
quite well." 

This summer, Caron directed 
the live broadcast of Sir Kenneth 
Branagh's West End production of 
Romeo and Juliet and he sees the 
parallel between The Crown and 
Shakespeare's works. 

He said: "This ties back to 
Shakespeare. One of his main 
subjects he used to write about was 
what happens to the human taken 
from being normal person to being a 
King or a Queen. He was fascinated 
by what happens and that is what 
happening in The Crown in some way. 

"You take a small girl and suddenly 
you thrust her into this monarchy - 
what happens to this person. All of 
these things will be richly explored 
and will continue to be so, I guess." 

The Crown begins on Netflix on 
November 4. 
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Last time the Ultimate Fighting 
Championship came to England, 
Morden's Brad Pickett was clearly 
emotionally overcome after grind¬ 
ing out a victory. 

In front of a sell-out home 
crowd at The 02 arena he se¬ 
cured his first win in two years, 
and the first since he became a 
father for the first time. 

Speaking from his north Lon¬ 
don gym as he prepares to take 
on luri Alcantara at UFC 204 in 
Manchester on October 8, the 
man known as One Punch told 
us: "I had a lot of demons in my 
head I was fighting going into 
that fight." 

After an frustrated attempt at 


dropping down a weight to fly¬ 
weight where he targeted a bout 
with champion Demetrius John¬ 
son - who he had already beaten 
once - he suffered a surprising 
defeat to Thomas Almeida after 
knocking his opponent down not 
once, but twice. 

Pickett, who moved from his 
native east London to live with 
his wife in Morden, said: "Straight 
after that I had my first child so 
by the time it came to the fight I 
hadn't technically won a fight in 
two years. And being in a sport 
where winning means everything 
it is like 'man, am I past it now? Is 
everything gone?' 

"I had just had a kid, I needed 


money to put food on the table. 
With our sport you get paid X 
amount to show and double to 
win so a lot rides on winning or 
losing. 

"Going into that fight, it didn't 
matter who I fought to be honest, 
it could have been number one in 
the world or it could have been 
the dustman - I had a lot of pres¬ 
sure on me. I think it did affect my 
performance." 

Now with that victory under his 
belt, Pickett feels the pressure is 
off, at least just a little, and he can 
focus on putting on a display for 
his fans. The 38-year-old is known 
as one of the most exciting fight¬ 
ers on the circuit - having won 


Fight of the Night at five events 
as well as Knock Out of the Night 
and Submission of the Night once 
each. 

He said: "At the end of the day 
I know that I am an entertainer 
and people tune in and pay mon¬ 
ey to watch me fight or watch the 
show. I understand that I need 
to be involved in a good fight or 
make it an exciting fight. If you 
were a comedian and you're at a 
gig and everybody is laughing at 
everyone else but you crack a few 
jokes and no-one laughs then peo¬ 
ple aren't getting value for money. 

"You have to understand it is 
important to be involved in an 
exciting fight. Also my style makes 


fight exciting but it is the back of 
my head that I need to make this 
fight exciting. 

"I am very aggressive. I have a 
weird masochistic way - 'you hit 
me as hard as you can and I'm 
going to hit you'. It's probably not 
the most intelligent way to fight 
and coaches are probably pulling 
their hair out but the fans love it 
and in the back of my head I like it. 
My wife obviously doesn't."
